BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:

Section 1.  PURPOSE OF ACT.-- The purpose of this act is to

create job opportunities for the citizens of New Mexico.

Section 2.  Section 60-7B-11 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1981,

Chapter 39, Section 91, as amended) is amended to read:

"60-7B-11.  EMPLOYMENT OF MINORS.--

A.  Except as provided in Subsection B of this

section, it [shall be] is a violation of the Liquor Control Act

for any person licensed pursuant to the provisions of the Liquor

Control Act or for any employee, agent or lessee of that person

knowingly to employ or use the service of any minor in the sale
